Braun, Ward receive Scout awards 


Erich F. Braun and Jeffrey 
J. Ward were presented Eagle 
Scout awards last Wednes¬ 
day at Sierra Madre Congre- 
fitional Church, represent- 
tag Scout Troop 373. 

Each youth had taken time 
to determine a need in 
Sierra Madre and each 
promptly resolved to fill that 
need. 

Braun decided that restor¬ 
ing the Bailey Canyon pic¬ 
nic area was of importance 
to the town, and as early as 
Oct. 12, 1982, he met with 


City Administrator Jim Mc- 
Rea and presented the pro¬ 
ject to him. He received ap¬ 
proval from McRea, the troop 
committee and the District 
Eagle Scout Board Chair¬ 
man, and began work. 

The city of Sierra Madre 
supplied most of the mater¬ 
ials which amounted to about 
$110. Braun supplied equip¬ 
ment, tools, and used stones 
and water found in the area. 

The Sierra Madrean led 
other Scouts in leveling and 
landscaping areas for tables 


and trash cans, they cleaned 
up the area, cemented, then 
hauled 20 wheelbarrow loads 
of gravel from the other side 
of the park to each barbe¬ 
cue pit and fountain. 

Jeff Ward planned and 
built a wooden play struc¬ 
ture for Mira Monte Park. 
He replaced the old tubular 
swing set with a wooden 
climbing structure. 

He also talked with City 
Administrator McRea who 
suggested that the city pur¬ 
chase a new play structure 


for Ward to build. He went ‘ 
through the City Council, 
^ot approval, and the struc¬ 
ture was ordered. 

Ward led other Scouts who 
helped him finish the pro¬ 
ject, even though the rainy 
season delayed completion 
since for varnished structures 
wood must be completely dry. 
And after the city installed 
the structure. Ward placed the 
dome wall in its proper loca¬ 
tion, completing his Eagle 
project.

The term “industrial ar¬ 
chaeology” is, in all proba¬ 
bility, unfamiliar to most of 
us. The word “archaeology” 
conjures up scenes of digs 
in ancient cities; dedicated 
researchers meticulously sifting 
the earth, carefully brushing 
from their finds the “sands 
of time.” 

Industrial archaeology, 
being concerned with the 
artifacts of the relatively 
recent Industrial Revolution 
of the 18th and 19th cen¬ 
turies, does not concern itself 
with antiquity, but with the 
realization that the decaying 
examples of the recent past 
which arc of historical impor¬ 
tance, can disappear and are 
disappearing at an alarming 
rate, to be lost to future gen¬ 
erations as part of our histori¬ 
cal past. The all-too-rcady 
impulse to redo, improve on, 
and redesign has frequently 
caused the obliteration of 
unique early examples of our 
industrial heritage. 

Bev William Morant and 
his wife Dollie, who live here 
in Sierra Madre, have become 
enthusiastic supporters of the 
concept of industrial archaeo¬ 
logy, and particularly where it 
concerns old canals and water¬ 
ways. Morant explained that 
the idea of industrial archaeo¬ 
logy is only about 15 years

World War II, interest in re¬ 
storing the deteriorating canals 
of England was developed by 
a few British boaters who 
believed that the canals would 
be beautiful as pleasure boating 
canals. Canal societies were 
formed, and over the years, 
through research, planning, 
fundraising and organized 
volunteer work, enough 
quality restoration was evi¬ 
denced that government 
grants were made available 
to supplement funds from 
the public. 

The pastime of leisurely 
floating the rivers and canals 
of England, through quiet 
countryside and busy old 
towns continues to increase 
in popularity. 

The Morants have returned 
to England numerous times 
to enjoy the boating and have 
even taken an active part 
in the muddy, grubby busi¬ 
ness of the actual restora¬ 
tions. They come home each

Clem Bartolai, Sierra Ma- 
dre’s newly-elected Mayor, 
gave his “State of the City” 
address at Tuesday night’s 
City Council meetinj;, out¬ 
lining his items of concern 
and goals for the 1983-84 
year. 

In his general concerns. 
Mayor Bartolai raised the 
spectre of increased taxes to 
fund the Public Employees 
Retirement System fund. 
(PERS presently costs about 
$226,000 a year.) 

Bartolai, referring to the 
present expenditure of 
$12,000 for the services of 
the Pasadena Humane So- 
:iety, said, “We must either 
.seek improvements or pursue 
alternatives.” 

The existing cable TV 
franchise also drew the at¬ 
tention of the Mayor. He 
urged the creation of a 
cable TV foundation to over¬ 
see the required annual grant 
of $S(XX) by the present fran 
chisee. Group W. He also 
urged the creation of a cable 
TV study committee to serve 
as an administrative watch 
dog on citizen’s complaints 
on cable TV. 

Sierra Madre’s newly-elected 
Mayor also set forth eight 
specific proposals to be ac¬ 


complished during his term. 
These included appointing a 
parking commission com¬ 
posed of residents other than 
the city council members, 
filling the position of Direc¬ 
tor of Community Services, 
establishment of a tree pre¬ 
servation ordinance, and 
establishment of a study com¬ 
mittee to pursue the pros 
and cons of a two-term limi¬ 
tation on the city’s appx)intive 
commissions and boards. 

Mayor Bartolai also sug¬ 
gested the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce spear¬ 
head an economic develop¬ 
ment task force for the city 
to devise plans and programs 
to bring new businesses in to 
the city, to review existing 
geographic limits to the busi¬ 
ness district and to suggest 
where redevelopment projects 
in the downtown area would 
benefit the city and the busi¬ 
ness community. Bartlaoi 
suggested this as a way for 
the city and the chamber of 
commerce to “work hand in 
hand to assist in achieving 
what is best for the city.” 

Finally, the determination 
of wants and needs of all the 
city’s residents by way of a 
city-wide canvas was proposed 
by Bartolai. He said, “I be¬ 


lieve the time has come 
when it would be beneficial 
to canvass the entire com¬ 
munity in an effort to assess 
their needs and desires.” This 
could be done, according to 
the Mayor, by means of a 
specially-prepared question¬ 
naire to be given to all resi¬ 
dents for completion. 

The appointments Charles 
Corp asked clarification on 
involved the appointment 

of the delegate and alter¬ 
nate to the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Association of Cities. As 
originally proposed prior to 
Tuesday night’s meeting, the 
delegate would be retiring 
Mayor Carlyle Griffin with 
newly-elected Mayor Pro Tern 
Thomas Edwards as alter¬ 
nate. 

At Tuesday night's meet¬ 
ing, Bartolai asked for his 
appointment as alternate 
rather than Edwards. 

When questioned by Corp 
on the change, Bartolai stated 
his conversations with Ed¬ 
wards led him to believe 
Edwards wished to be re¬ 
lieved of the responsibility. 
When this was denied by 
Edwards, Bartolai withdrew 
his own name and suggest¬ 
ed the aptHsiniment of Ed¬ 
wards as alternate delegate.

Injuries not reported because a child, but not 
a car, was damaged. 

Tom Vincello of the L.A. Police Dept., 
states that the majority of fatalities occur In 
accidents involving cars travelling at less than 
40MPH. 

“Hitting the concrete pavement from a 
three-story building has the same impact on a 
child as coming to a dead stop at 30 MPH,” 
Vincello says. 

Research reported by the L.A. Area Child 
Passenger Assn. Indicates that over 85% of 
the deaths and 66% of the Injuries from car 
accidents could be prevented by the regular 
use of safety belts and car safety seats. Yet 
today fewer than 10% of California’s children 
are properly secured while traveling in motor 
vehicles. 

A new California law, effecitve Jan. 1, 
1963, requires resident drivers to buckle up 
children under 4 years or 40 pounds in safety 
seats or available seat belts. 

Parents of children, let’s all remember how 
important It Is that our children receive the 
same care as our cars. Buckle up and save 
your child’s life.
